Among th% Cornish resident* of Ana- 


tin ft secret society exists, known as the 
"Clampers." It it intended for social 
pleMura, matnal improvement and ben- 
efit »nJ general welfare and informa- 
tion. Its origin dates away back in the 
dark agei. Harry Bluett thus gives it: 
Some hundred years ago, daring the 
time of the Crusaders, when they were 
trying hard to wallop the Turks and 
rescue the Holly land, in a desperate 
•attack upos Jerusalem, the bravest and 
most successful soldiers were those who 
climbed the walls. They bsoame famous 
for their wonderful exploits in that line, 
•and a fraternity sprang up among them 
known 
as Climbers. 
The English 


people being described from the lost 
Uribe of Israel, this Order has been per- 
petuated among them to this day, and 
the Austin society is simply a branch of 
the Climbers, the name having been 
corrupted and changed to Clampers. 
Last Saturday evening a pleasant little 
reunion was held by members of the 
society in honor of the departure of 
George Hicks, a high officer of the 
Clampers, 
for Corwall. 
They had

The platform adopted at the Iowa Re- 


publican State Convention reaffirms the 
Republican platform of 1830; commends 
Congress for its action in the contested 
eeats cases before it as "in vindication 
of anhoneit ballot aud a fair count;"

The Dearer Mining Exposition. 


The National Mining Exposition WM 


thrown open to tie public at Denver 
Tuesday, and a dispatch says the cere- 
monies were of a character befitting 
such an event. Denver presented a 
holiday appearance, business being for 
the most part suspended, and many of 
the buildings, both public and private, 
were gaily and beautifully decorated 
with the national colors. The procession 
moved about one o'clock, marching 
through the principal streets. ^The 
sidewalks, windows and roof* along the 
route were thronged with thousands of 
spectators. The exercises at the Exposi- 
tion building opened with playing of 
"America," by the band, followed by 
prayer, then, "Hail Columbia," which 
was received with cheers. 
Many dis- 


tinguished persons occupied the plat- 
form. 
Hon. W. D. Keliey was in- 


troduced to the audience and delivered 
the oration of the day. At the conclu- 
sion of Judge Kelly's address Hon. H. 
A. W. Tabor. President of the Eiposi - 
tion Association,' in a brief speech, 
formally declared the Exposition open 
and started the machinery with his own 
hand. 


The display of Colorado ores is very 


fine, Leadville and Gilpin county mak- 
ing magnificent exhibits. The younger 
counties have made extraordinary efforts 
and have brought out immense qnanti 
ties of ore, Galenas and refined silver 
largely predominate, yet gold in chlor 
ides is extremely shown. The Utah ex- 
hibit is a gorgeous one, arranged, classi 
fled ami labeled with good taste and in- 
telligence. New Mexico makes a large 
exhibit,

Lake Valley mines have very complete 
exhibits. 
Arizona occupies a large 


space, and has a fine display from Co 
ohise, and adjoining counties. Montana 
is represented by about four tons of fin 
ore from Butte District.

makes an exhibit nearly as large as tha 
of Utah of handsome minerals. Da 
kota'g display is chiefly from the neigh 
borhood of Deadwood, and includes 
fine collection of gold and silver ores 
Idaho is here with a fine lot of ore 
from Wood River and other districts 
South Carolina sends a few samples 
and some other eastern States Lav 
small mineral collections. California i 
absent; not even its Commissioner i 
there. Space was reserved for its min 
erals, and unless prompt notificatioi 
reaches there by telegraph it will be re 
assigned. It can be held by the Calif or 
nians acting quickly.

Shortly after passing 
Lemmona' Hobart grasped the linen and 
recklessly wanted to manage the team. 
I demnrred to that proceednre, saying 
that I was doing the driving of that team. 
He immediately cangbt me by the back 
of the neck, saying: 'Damn yon, if I 
bad a knife I'd cut your throat.' 
He 


then squatted sideways on the front 
scat with his feet upon the cushion, 
when a sudden jolt of the wagon upset 
him sideways upon the road. 
Being 


full of beer I drove on, and appreciated 
nothing of what occurred till the inquest 
yesterday morning."

THE DEAD MAN 


Was a young individual of full visage 
and stout frame. He must have weighed 
abont 170 or 180 pounds and was pow- 
erfully built. 
How he could have been 


almost instantly killed by a small sized 
man like Adams is a profound mystery. 
Adams during the interview with the 
JOUBXAL reporter exhibited considerable 
reticence,- and evidently was guarded 
in his sayings. 


THB COBONEE'S IXQUSST. 


Yesterday afternoon a Coroner's Jury 


investigated the circumstances of Ho- 
bart's death, sitting in Justice Young's 
Court room. R. T. Leete, the first wit- 
ness, testified: 


"I visited the Peavine House and 


found this man (Hobart) on the road. 
I examined him; found him dead, and 
a large pool of blood had run from his 
head; his body lay outside the wagon 
track and both weeels had passed over 
his head, neck and face, close to his 
mouth. A man had passed Mr. Lem- 
mons' ranch by the name of Adams; he 
represented to Mr. Lemmons that a 
drunken man had falllen off his wagon, 
and proposed to leave a satchel belong- 
ing to the drunken man; said that the 
drunken man would be along soon for 
it. Did not make any particular exam- 
ination of the body, but noticed the 
wagon tracks. 
Saw the man Adams 


drive off ut a lively pace ai though the 
wagon was empty. Examined the pock- 
ets of the dead man aud found n letter 
addressed to a Mr. McDonald of the 
Central House, Reno, by a Mr. Sher- 
ritt, the envelope of which bore the 
name of Hobart. I recognized him as 
a man whom I saw about three weeks 
ago going to Long Valley with Robert 
Ross. Think the body lay about 300 
yards from the Peavine House, and was 
in Washoe county, of this State." 


This statement covers the essential 


facts concerning the finding of the body. 
Besides Mr. Leete, Mr. Sanders, the 
undertaker, Dr. Bergman. Wellington 
Adams, the defendant, J. B. Wernple 
and Dr. Bishop all gave in their testi- 
mony. The jury returned a verdict to 
the effect that deceased came to his 
death accidentally, and Adams was ac- 
cordingly discharged. Hobart was bur- 


I ied yesterday afternoon. 


A Serious Accident. 


Thursday afternoon an Italian named 


Andrea Beateni met with a serious acci- 
dent in Washoe Valley near Frank town. 
He was riding on a load of hay, when a 
stake by which he was holding OB pulled 
oat and he fell across tha tongue of the 
wagon, striking on his spine and falling 
to the ground. One of the fore wheels 
passed over his head, badly cutting it 
and almost crushing the skull. Beateni 
was in the employ of Gildo Correooo, 
the dairyman, who had the wounded 
man sent to Virginia City, where he is 
receiving every attention. Beateni be- 
ing a strong, healthy young man, it ia 
thought he may recover. So says the 
Virginia Chronicle.
